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Order Seizure Of Dealer's 


San Marino Centennaries 


Under an early August dateline, 
the Courier-Post of Camden, N.J., 
reports the United States district 
attorneys have been authorized 
by the Treasury Department to 
seize stamp dealers stocks of the 
San Marino issue of 1947, issued 
to commemorate the centenary of 
the first U. S. postage stamps. 

The stamps as produced use as 
of their design, stamps of 
the U. S. in color—the Franklin 
(No. 1) and Washington (No, 2) 
of the 1847 series and the Lincoln 
(No. 122) of the 1869 series. This 
is a violation of the federal law 
to reproduce the stamps of the 
U. S. in color by private persons 
or governments. ; 

The stamps in question are 
listed under Scotts numbers 266- 
971 with a catalogue value of 69c. 
Also the airmail stamp C55 cata- 
loguing 50c. These stamps in 
their colors are very attractive 
and many collectors will be much 
put out should they have to sur- 
render their copies. Perhaps the 
steps as outlined above will not 
extend to those stamps in stamp 
albums.

‘The exhibition was roughly 
valued at $100,000.00, although if 
anything should have happened, 
it would be impossible to dupli- 
cate for a million dollars on ac- 
count of the rare and unique 
items shown by most of the exhi- 
bitors. 

The 20th National Precancel 
Exhibition was the most out- 
standing precancel display ever 
presented. A unique experiment 
as a purely invitational exhibit 
it represented the dream of one 
man-——the chairman of Exhibition 
Committee, Adolf Gunesch. 

The purpose of this departure 
from the traditional competitive 
shows was to bring together 
well-balanced exhibit represent- 
ing ALL branches of the precan- 
cel hobby. Since this exhibition 
was by invitation, and since each 
entry was different in scope and 
non-competitive, the usual awards 
were ruled out, however each 
exhibitor received a Certificate 
of Participation. 

The 200-frame exhibit broke 
several records. It was made up 
of 74 separate entries, exhibited 
by 50 different individuals. For 
this reason alone, more rarities 
and a greater variety of precan- 
cels than ever before were gath- 
ered together under one _ roof. 
Each exhibitor tried to show the 
best part of his collection. 

The first 20 frames represented 
the 19th-century History of Pre 
cancels. These were pages taken 
from one of the largest collection 
of precancels from all states on 
the 1898 and earlier issues, own- 
ed by Mr. John R. Boker, Jr. of 
New York, N. Y. Particular em- 
phasis was laid on the printed 
bar types on cover, and on multi- 
ple pieces the various “name” 
types.

LEASE CALIFORNIA DESIGN 


Will Picture Pioneers And Gold 
Miner; First Day September 9; 
Initial Printing Is 115 Million 


California, the nation’s second largest state in land area, an@ 
the 3lst admitted to the Union, will celebrate the centennial of its 
admission on September 9. That is the exact date to the day 
when California became a member of Uncle Sam’s healthy and 
growing family. On this same day, at Sacramento, the state capital, 
the Post Office Department will release a 3c commemorative stamp 
marking the anniversary. Appropriate ceremonies and celebra- 
tions have been planned throughout the state; some will be but a 
continuation of those started with the first of the year, and which 








will be carried through to the end. 





In announcing the details and 
description of the commemorative, | 
the official bulletin of the Post) 
Office Department reads as fol- | 
lows: 

Postmaster General Jesse M.| 
Donaldson announced August 8th | 
the description of the 3-cent Cali- | 
fornia Statehood commemorative | 
stamp, which will be first placed | 
on sale at Sacramento, California, | 
on September 9, 1950. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally with a single line 
border, printed by the rotary pro- 
cess, electric-eye perforated, and 
issued in sheets of 50. The color 
of the stamp will be yellow. An); 
initial printing order of 115,000,- 
000 California Statehood stamps 
has been authorized. 

The stamp has for its central 
design a covered wagon, a pioneer 


considered in some quarters de- 
rived from a contraction of the 
words “caliente” and ‘“forno” 
which mean hot furnace. The 
2arly explorers coming in through 
Lower California, now a state of 
Mexico, had every reason to feel 
that the “hot furnace’ was an 
accurate summation. 

Considered historically correct 
is the statement that the name 
was taken from Montaloo’s ro- 
mance, “Las Sergas de Esplana- 
dian”. Originally, only Lower 
California (Mexico) went under 
that name after visits by the 
Spaniards as early as 1533. The 
designation was gradually used 
to describe the entire state which 
now occupies an area approxi- 
mately covering one half of the 
Pacific Coast of the United States, 

Cabrillo in 1542 and 1543 is con- 
sidered the first person to have 
done much in the way of explora- 





man and woman, and a miner 
with his pan. The _ steamship 
“Oregon”, which brought to 


California the first news that this , 
far western territory had become 
the thirty-first State in the Union, 
is also depicted with all flags and 
pennants flying. At the side of | 
the picture at the left are repre- | 
sentations of California citrus 
fruit and at the right oil wells. In 
the upper central part is the word 
“California” in dark modified Ro- 
man, below which is “Centennial | 
of Statehood 1850 - 1950” in dark | 
Gothic. In the lower left corner | 
is the denomination “3c” in white | 
Gothic on a shaded rectangular 
background, to the right of which 
is a similarly shaded panel with | 
the words “United States Postage” | 
in the same style. 

The California Statehood stamp | 
was modeled by Victor S. Mc-| 
Closkey, Jr. The vignette was en- | 
graved by Matthew D. Fenton and | 
the outline frame, lettering and | 
numerals by Axel W. Christensen. | 

Stamp collectors desiring first- | 
day cancellations of this stamp | 
may send a limited number of ad- 
dressed envelopes, not in excess 
of ten, to the Postmaster at Sacra- 
mento, California, with postal | 
note or money order remittance | 
to cover the cost of the stamps to} 
be affixed. An enclosure of me- 
dium weight should be placed in 
each envelope and the flap either 
sealed or turned in. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should 
be endorsed “First Day Covers.”

the coast and islands of the Santa 
Barbara region. 

Sir Francis Drake, sailing under 
the English flag, visited there in 
1579 and named the territory New 
Albion. Drake was followed by 
Vizcaino in 1602 who sailed as far 
north as Point Reyes 

Spain tried to consolidate its 
hold by the establishment oi mis- 
sions under the Franciscan Order, 
the first to be erected ut San 
Diego in 1769, By 1823 the last 
and most northerly of the Francis- 
can establishments was completed 
at Sonoma, making a total of 21 
in all. 

These missionaries planted the 
first fruit, olive and grape planta 
tions and had cattle and horse 


ranches. They converted the In- 
dians to Christianity and weaned 
them from a nomadic life to 


permanent farms and communi« 
ties 

The Spanish government which 
intended eventually to turn the 
mission estates into administrative 
districts never acknowledged the 
title of the priests to the land and 
in 1777 began the founding of 
pueblos or towns 

Aiter the Mexican Revolution of 


1821, the missions began to de- 
cline. ‘the Indians were paruy 


emancipated in 1826 and the pro- 
cess of secularization which began 
in 1833 was compieted in 184d. 

In 1826, the first American im- 
migrant wagon train entered Cali- 
fornia, whule in 1840, the first 
capital was established at Mon- 
terey.

Now that the former Prime 
Minister of Canada has recently 
passed on, there is at present a 
movement underway by several 
prominent Canadian _ philatelists 
to have the Post Office Depart- 
ment create a special commemo- 
rative stamp honoring this great 
world ‘statesman. 

One of the most popular designs 
that has been suggested is the 
photograph by Karsh of Ottawa, 
that shows the late William Lyon 
MacKenzie King in his garden 
with his dog, Pat. 

Collectors as well as non-col- 
lectors here in Canada believe 
that this particular design would 
have a great human interest ap- 
peal to all of the world who knew 
the late Mr. King as a good friend, 
in time of peace and war. 

However, it is understood that 
the Canadian Post Office Depart- 
ment officials are seriously con- 
sidering issuing such a commem- 
orative. In fact, if the authorities 
do concur to this suggestion, I 
am of the opinion that the Mac- 
Kenzie King commemorative will 
be the most popular stamp that 
Canada has ever issued in its his- 


tory. 





Fortunately for collectors, the 
Canadian Post Office Department 
operates a philatelic agency 
which is recognized the world 
over as one of the most efficient 
agencies catering to the needs of 
philatelists. ; . 

The agency was established in 
1932 with the late A. Stanley Dea- 
ville, whose name is still known 
throughout the philatelic world, 
as its first chief. He directed op- 
erations of the agency until his 
death on February 16, 1948, im- 
mediately after being interviewed 
on the radio by this columnist in 
regards to the first-day of the 
Princess Elizabeth marriage com- 
memorative stamp. os 

Many of the high _ original 
standards laid down by Mr. Dea- 
ville are still being carried on by 
J. R. Carpenter, the present chief. 

The agency still maintains the 
practice of selling obsolete Cana- 
dian stamps in perfect mint con- 
dition at face value. 

Since the agency was establish- 
ed it has been its steadfast rule 
that hobbyists were to get first 
chance at all new stamps. Offic- 
ials will not cater to those stamp 
buyers who deal in large quan- 
tities, as some collectors and non- 
collectors are led to believe. They 
are intent on protecting the in- 
terests of the average collectors. 

Unlike philatelic agencies of 
other countries which make a 
practice of giving advance notice 
of quantities to be published of a 
new issue, the Canadian agency 
refrains from carrying out this 
policy. It claims that such a prac- 
tice woulc be playing into the 
hands of professional philatelists 
who would charge their own pric- 
es. 

To decrease the financial specu- 
lation in Canadian issues the 
agency publishes the quantities of 
stamps that have been printed, 
six months after the issue is com- 
pletely sold out. 

For this, the agency is to be 
commended highly. The quanti- 
ties of stamps that have been is- 
sued are included in an official 
list. This list is obtainable from 
the Director of the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
aaeexburn Building, Ottawa, Can- 
ada.

Proposed Postal Rate 
Burden To All Groups

In 1949, the Post Office Depart- 
ment managed to get a 50% raise 
in certain postal rates, plus an ad- 
ditional $10.00 charge for typing 
out approximately 20 words on a 
printed form. 

This happened most noteably in 
the use of precancels, at the 3rd 
and 4th Class Rates, but under 
a proposed law, it would apply 
also, to Second Class Mailings. 

However, the fact that a one 
cent article now goes for 1%c and 
the postoffice would like to see it 
go over 3c is something to stop 
and think about. 

If the presently proposed bill 
revising postal rates is passed, 
the former lc tag would be 1.9c 
in 1951; 2.3¢ in 1952; 2.9¢ in 1953; 





‘| and the ultimate of 3.7c¢ in 1954. 


_You ask, just how do you ar- 
rive at these figures?? 

The answer to this is simple 
arithmetic. The P. O. Depart- 
ment wants the rates raised as 
follows: 25% each year for four 
years, from the present rates, but 
they forget to tell the Senators 
that the P. O. has already jacked 
up the rates of bulk mail a full 
50% plus the extra 10 dollar tag. 

Now after you spend this ten 
dollars and only have a piece of 
paper telling you that you can 
make a mailing of 200 or more 
identical pieces of mail at one 
time, you find that you don’t like 
to lick these 200 or more stamps, 
so you go back to the P. O. and 
they nick you another ten dol- 
lars for the right to print a little 
black box on the envelope, or 
booklet telling the people that the 
postage is paid. You get nothing

This 
seems to have been an excellent 
job although in the opinion of 
many specialists in the stamps of 
China, long overdue. 

A similar thorough revision 
seems called for in the listings of 
the stamps of Spain. Here in 
some instances, the Scott Catalog 
is the only one of the several of 
the world’s ovtstanding which 
persists in certain errors of classi- 
fication. 

Myself and other collectors res- 
ident in Spain have written on 
several occasions to the Scott firm 
suggesting that certain changes 
be made, and accompanying our 
suggestions with the correct in- 
formation and in some cases, doc- 
umentation. 

Inasmuch as the year of 1950 
will see the centennial of the first 
Spanish postage stamps, it would 
definitely be an appropriate year 
for the incorporation of the cor- 
rect information in the catalog. 

Sixteen different classifications 
of Spanish stamps exist in the 
Scott 1950. They are:—

Stamps which are listed as RAI 
to RAl1l, the Barcelona Postal 
Tax stamps, are given the same | 
recognition that they would if 
they were an issue used through- 
out the nation by all areas. Why 
the listing of such stamps is cut 
off with the issue of 1936 is puzzl- 
ing inasmuch as there were sub- 
sequent releases until December 
31, 1945 when they were stopped | 
entirely. 

As local stamps, they should be 
given an entirely different classi- 
fication than they have now with 
the addition of the issues to 1945, 
or should be eliminated entirely. | 

Those are but several of the in- 
stances where an improvement in 
listings of the stamps of Spain are 
desirable. 

There certainly would be no 
lack of cooperation from the ex- 
perts, both dealer and collector, 
of Spain, in helping the needed 
revisions. Such persons need but 
to be asked their assistance.

Lalest News On 
Austrian Printing 


The Austrian Postal Admini- 
stration states in a communication 
to the press, that recently stamps 
printed on privately ordered sta- 
tionery (envelopes, letter sheets, 
address labels) have been cut out 
and sold in foreign countries as 
imperforate stamps and _ even 
miniature sheets. To make such 
fraudulent misrepresentation im- 
possible in the future, all stamps 
on such privately ordered station- 
ery will receive thereafter a 
special marking, printed closely 
below each stamp, reading “Un- 
mittelbarer Wertzeichenaufdruck 
gem. S17 (1) P. O.”, which refers 
to the postal regulations by which 
such private orders of stationery 
are permitted. The Austrian Post- 
al Administration hopes that-this 
will satisfy the many collectors 
and dealers who protested to the 
Postal Administration regarding 
the unethical practices to which 
privately ordered Austrian sta- 
tionery was misused. The above 
information came through the 
courtesy of Edwin Mueller, Mer- 
cury Stamp Co., 522 Fifth Ave., 
New York 18, N. Y.

mailman approached. 

As I say, he didn’t look heroic 
but I noticed a strange thing.

parts of the earth—letters of 
every kind from all kinds of peo- 
ple.

However, there is one remark 
which goes to the heart of the let- 
ter-writing deficiency. It is, “I 
guess I can’t expect a letter if I 
don’t write any.” It would seem 
that friendship is a reciprocating 
engine. 

It would take a book to dwell on 
those unforgettable years of agony 
between Pearl Harbor and V-J 
Day. But I can never erase from 
my memory the feeling of im- 
potent sympathy we all felt as 
we delivered letters which began, 

“Dear Madam: It is with deepest 
sympathy that we regret to in- 
form you.. 


I think that a little boy who 
lived a few years ago in the Chil- 
dren’s Home here symbolized the 
desire of all of us to be recognized 
as full fledged members of hu- 
manity in good standing. This 
boy had no folks. As I came along 
I saw him, fingers hooked into 
the heavy wire fence, his face 
pushed against it. 

“Hey mailman,” he said with 
earnest wistfulness, “bring me a 
letter, please, wont you?” 

That little boy expressed every 
individual’s desire for a salutation 
from his fellows, 

Sometimes I think that “Hungry 
and you feed me not; sick, and 
ye visited me not,” could stand 
this addition: “Friendless, and ye 
wrote me not.” 

Well, why don’t people write 
more letters? one reason is pro- 
crastination—that thief of time! 
It is also the assassin of friend- 
ship. 


Also, too many of us wait until 
we feel we can write a “real good 
letter.” Well, practice makes 
perfect. You'll be surprised how 
good your letters will get if you 
write more of them, 

Some people are self conscious 
about their grammer, spelling, 
etc. “What will they think of 
me? 


But most people are as scared 
of you as you are of them. Try 
writing to your congressman and 
tell him the kind of legislation to 
will make a better world. Letter 
writing alone wont bring us a bet- 
ter world, but it can mitigate the 
troubles of this one—and make 
your own life more pleasant.

Unlisted Mexican 
Registration Seals 


By J. F McGee 


By unlisted, I mean they are 
not chronicled in Yvert’s Frereh 
catalog, which aims to list and i!- 
lustrate all items of this class. I 
have two types of these seals, 
They are of similar design, but 
one has the eagle embossed and 
the other not. 





I found the two in a mixture 
that was largely of 1c and 2c U. S. 
stamps on paper of the 1890 per- 
iod. This lot was said to have 
been an accumulation or the dis- 
cards of an old-time Omaha stamp 
dealer, Frank Brown. Mr. Brown 
also published a stamp monthly, 
“The American Philatelic Maga- 
zine.” I have a complete file of 
it in three bound volumes, which 
I acquired at a New York auction. 
The first number is dated, Octo- 
ber, 1892. 

It is not easy to describe in 
words the Mexican seals that I 
mentioned. Both were on piece of 
the original envelopes. Each has 
an oval frame in blue ink, which 
is inscribed, “CORREOS-MEXI- 
CO /CERTIFICACION.” The cen- 
ters depict the eagle and the snake 
of the Mexican national arms. As 
I stated before, the eagle is em- 
bossed on one and not on the 
other. The seals are die-cut with 
long saw-tooth edges to make it 
nearly impossible to remove the 
seal from a registered letter or 
parcel without leaving telltale 
marks of tampering.

silent conflict arose between those 
who favored annexation to the 
United States, and the large class 
of property owners who favored 
establishment of a British Pro- 
tectorate. 

On June 14, 1846 a small party | 
of Americans, aided by John C. | 
Fremont, in the territory at the 
head of an exploring expedition, 
seized the town of Sonoma, raised 
the Bear Flag, and on July 4, 
proclaimed the independence of 
California. 

Commodore Sloat, acting under 
orders from the United States 
government which was then pre- 
paring to go to war with Mexico, 
seized Monterey and Yerba Buena 
(San Francisco). The conquest of 
the country was completed with 
aid from Commodore Stockton, 
Col. Fremont and General 
Kearny. 

On August 15, 1846, California 
was declared a territory of the 
United States. 

The gold discovery at Sutter’s 
Mill on January 24, 1848 brought 
immigrants from all parts of the 
globe as well as from the States 
and was responsible for the rapid 
increase in population of the area.
